NOTICE 

Appointment of Valuers under Section 4(3) of the Estate 
Duty Act, 1953 — Valuers for Standing Forest. 

No. 5/20/63-E.D.— ' The Central Government have decided 
to appoint a separate category of Valuers for valuing Stand- 
ing forest. The minimum qualifications required for such a 

Valuer are 

(a) Essential : 

( 1 ) He must be a diploma holder in Forestry from a 
recognized institution. 

(2) He should have been in the service of a State or 
the Central Government as a Gazetted Forest Officer 
for a period of not less than ten years. 

(b) Desirable : 

He should have experience of preparation of Working 
Plans. 

2. Any person who fulfils the above qualifications and is 
desirous of being appointed as a Valuer may apply to the 
Deputy Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of 
Finance (Department of Revenue & Company Law), New 
Delhi on or before the 15th July, 1964. 
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3- On receipt ot an application, the Central Government 
may require any other information to be furnished or may 
cause such enquiries to be made as it deems fit. 

4. (1) The appointment of Valuers shall, in the first 

instance, be for a period of three years, and every 
person whose name has been included in any list, 
shall have to apply again for the renewal of his 
appointment for a similar period if he satisfies the 
qualifications prescribed for the time being, 

(2) Further names of Valuers may be added to lists to 
be published half yearly. 

(3) Tlie Central Government may remove the name of 
any person from the list of Valuers if it finds him 
guilty of any misrepresentation in furnishing parti- 
culars of his qualifications and experience or of any 
misconduct in connection with any valuation. 

5. The scale of charges fixed for the remuneration of 
Valuers is as under and it shall not be permissible for any 
Valuer whose name is borne on the list to charge a fee at a 
■scale higher than the prescribed scale : 

Settle of Charges 

On the first K-,. 50.000 of the property so valued— 1/2% 
of the value. 

On the next Rs. 1,00,000 of the property so valued — 1/4% 
■pf the value. 

On the balance of properly so valued. — 1/8% of the value.
